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Selectmen's  Report 


During  the  year  1962  the  Selectmen  held  fifty-two 
regular  meetings,  and  one  special  meeting.  The  longest 
meeting  occurred  on  February  5  and  lasted  three  hours 
and  27  minutes.  The  shortest  one  occurred  on  March  5, 
and  lasted  ten  minutes. 

The  Selectmen  once  again  point  out  to  their  fellow 
townsmen  that  all  meetings  are  open  to  the  public,  and 
that  the  minutes  are  open  for  inspection  at  all  times. 
The  Selectmen  are  conscious  that  it  is  difficult  to  get 
pertinent  information  to  the  citizens,  and  wish  that 
more  of  them  would  avail  themselves  of  what  oppor- 
tunity there  is  to  inform  themselves  of  town  business. 


SELECTED  ITEMS  FROM  THE  MINUTES

January  2  Resolution  passed  that  no  person  or  per- 
sons under  the  age  of  17  be  allowed  to  operate 
automatic  amusement  devices  within  the  town  of 
Williamsburg. 

Motion  passed  that  no  licenses  be  issued  to  garages 
or  service  stations  within  the  Town  unless  the 
premises  be  first  approved  by  the  Fire  Chief.

Voted  to  order  all  dogs  of  the  Town  to  be  muzzled 
or  confined  until  May  1,  1962,  to  protect  the  deer 
population  from  destruction. 

March  26  The  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  remainder 
of  the  Water  Commission  met  to  fill  the  place  left 
vacant  by  the  resignation  of  Charles  Damon,  Jr. 
Robert  C.  Davidson  was  elected  to  serve  until  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March,  1963. 

April  2    Drawn  to  serve  on  the  traverse  jury  were 
Leon  Shumway  and  Barbara  C.  Smart. 
Front  end  loader  was  purchased. 

April  9  Carl  Hemenway  was  asked  to  stay  on  as  Di- 
rector of  Civil  Defense. 

April  25  Funds  for  Chapter  81  road  work  were  allo- 
cated to  the  various  roads  of  the  town. 

May  7  Board  received  from  Regional  School  District 
Planning  Board  its  formal  recommendation  that  a 
Regional  School  District  be  established,  to  include, 
among  others,  the  town  of  Williamsburg. 

May  14  Board  set  date  of  June  4,  1962  at  8  P.M.  for 
Special  Town  Meeting  to  deal  with  matter  of  Re- 
gional School. 

May  28  In  the  matter  of  special  licenses  for  clubs  and 
hotels  to  remain  open  until  1  A.M.,  the  Board  voted 
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to  grant  a  maximum  of  eight  such  licenses  to  any- 
one organization  during  any  one  calendar  year. 

June  11  Board  met  in  joint  session  with  remaining 
members  of  the  School  Committee  to  fill  the  va- 
cancy created  by  the  death  of  Joseph  Batura. 
George  Childs  was  elected  to  serve  until  the  next 
Regular  Town  Meeting  in  March  of  1963. 

June  18  Board  directed  its  clerk  to  write  to  Housing 
and  Home  Financing  Agency  for  application  for 
loan  to  finance  the  preliminary  studies  pertaining 
to  a  sewage  disposal  plant  and  system  for  Williams- 
burg. 

August  27  Drawn  for  Jury  Duty  were:  George  Wil- 
liam Day,  and  Mary  H.  Munroe. 

September  10  Board  met  in  joint  sessions  with  the  re- 
maining members  of  the  Board  of  Health  to  elect  a 
member  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of 
Bernard  Reardon.  Edgar  S.  Hutchins  was  elected 
to  serve  until  the  next  Regular  Town  Meeting  in 
March  of  1963. 

September  24  Board  met  in  joint  session  with  remain- 
ing members  of  the  School  Committee  to  fill  the 
vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Eleanor 
Mansfield.  Robert  McCutcheon  was  elected  to 
serve  until  the  next  Regular  Meeting  of  the  Town 
in  March  of  1963. 

October  8  Board  set  date  of  October  30  as  the  date 
for  a  Special  Town  Meeting. 

November  4    Board  voted  to  establish  a  regular  45 
hour  week  for  the  Highway  Department. 
Drawn  for  Traverse  Jury  duty  were  the  names  of 
Elmer  Nutting,  and  Alice  Golash. 

December  10    Board  granted  nine  liquor  licenses. 

Board  voted  that  henceforth  at  all  public  dances 
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held  within  the  Town,  there  shall  be  present  at 
least  one  uniformed  Williamsburg  police  officer, 
who  shall  be  paid  by  the  organization  sponsoring 
the  dance.  He  may,  at  his  discretion,  be  assisted  by 
one  or  more  auxiliary  policemen,  who  shall  work 
only  under  his  supervision  and  at  his  direction.

Article  1.  To  elect  a  Moderator  for  one  year.  To  elect 
one  Selectman  for  a  term  of  three  years,  who  shall  be  an 
Overseer  of  Public  Welfare.  To  elect  one  Town  Clerk,  one 
Treasurer,  one  Elector  under  the  will  of  Oliver  Smith, 
Esq.,  one  Tree  Warden,  one  Assessor,  one  Water  Com- 
missioner, one  Trustee  of  Haydenville  Library,  one  Re- 
gional School  Committee  Member,  all  for  the  term  of  one 
year  each.

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Report  of  the 
Finance  Committee 


To  the  Moderator,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Citi- 
zens of  Williamsburg : 

The  duty  of  the  Finance  Committee  is  to  submit  a 
budget  to  the  Town  Meeting;  to  investigate  all  pro- 
posals in  the  articles  of  the  warrant  of  the  Town  Meet- 
ing for  the  purpose  of  making  recommendations;  and 
to  provide  for  payment  of  extraordinary  and  unforseen 
expenses  for  any  department  during  the  fiscal  year. 

The  Finance  Committee  met  periodically  during  the 
year  1962  to  transfer  sums  of  money  to  meet  extraordi- 
nary expenses  and  held  seven  budget  hearings  during 
January  and  February  1963.  The  transfers  made  dur- 
ing the  year  1962  will  be  found  in  the  Town  Account- 
ant's Report. 

We  wish  at  this  time  to  submit  our  budget  and  recom- 
mendations which  are  printed  elsewhere  in  the  Town 
Report.  W,e  have  given  careful  consideration  to  all 
items,  attempting  to  keep  in  mind  the  financial  struc- 
ture of  the  town. 

Williamsburg  continues  to  request  services  which  call 
for  considerable  outlays  and  your  Finance  Committee 
finds  it  increasingly  difficult  to  discover  ways  and  means 
to  provide  these  services  and  at  the  same  time  to  keep 
expenses  down. 

The  duties  and  responsibilities  of  our  town  officers 
ar,e  ever-increasing;  yet  we  did  not  feel  justified  in 
recommending  an  increase  in  salaries,  except  for  the 
Town  Clerk. 

The  increase  in  the  School  Budget  represents  mainly 
an  increase  in  the  salaries  of  the  teachers  and  includes 
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the  hiring  of  new  teachers.  Chapter  71  of  the  General 
Laws,  which  governs  teachers'  salaries  was  amended  in 
1962,  establishing  the  minimum  for  teachers'  salaries 
at  $4500.  In  accordance  with  this  minimum,  the  School 
Committee  has  considered  it  necessary  not  only  to  raise 
the  salaries  of  the  teachers  who  were  receiving  compen- 
sation below  this  minimum  but  also  to  present  a  re- 
vised salary  schedule  which  increases  the  salary  of  all 
teachers,  and  to  increase  the  salaries  of  other  personnel 
in  its  employ. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  is  sponsoring  an  article  re- 
questing the  installation  of  the  State  Assessment  System 
as  provided  in  Section  7 A  of  Chapter  38  of  the  General 
Laws.  There  was  not  sufficient  time  to  make  a  thorough 
study  of  this  request  prior  to  the  publication  of  the 
Town  Report;  therefore,  no  action  was  taken  on  this 
Article.  It  is  hoped  that  sufficient  information  will  be 
available  to  the  voters  of  Williamsburg  either  prior  to, 
or  at  the  Town  Meeting. 

The  Finance  Committee  wishes  to  thank  all  town  of- 
ficers for  their  cooperation  and  to  commend  them  for 
holding  down  overdrafts  and  requests  for  transfers.

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Report  of  Water  Commissioners 


It  was  with  regret  that  we  accepted  the  resignation  of 
Mr.  Charles  M.  Damon,  Jr.,  former  chairman  of  the 
Water  Board.  We  wish  to  express  publicly  our  apprecia- 
tion for  his  many  years  of  devoted  service. 

During  1962  work  was  continued  replacing  old  services 
on  Route  9  in  anticipation  of  resurfacing  the  highway. 
This  project  is  virtually  completed  except  for  the  replace- 
ment of  three  hydrants.  Including  Route  9,  34  services 
were  renewed  and  three  hydrants  were  replaced.  Three 
unused  services  were  disconnected.  During  the  year  four 
new  services  and  25  meters  were  installed. 

18,000  feet  of  timber  on  the  watershed  was  marked  for 
cutting  by  Mr.  Charles  Orsi,  county  forester.  This  was  cut 
and  sold  to  Mr.  William  Lashway.  There  is  approximately 
10,000  feet  more  to  be  marked  and  cut  in  1963. 

During  the  latter  part  of  September  and  the  early  part 
of  October  it  was  necessary  to  pump  from  the  gravel 
packed  well  due  to  the  shortage  of  water  in  the  storage 
reservoir.  Total  annual  usage  from  both  sources  was  nor- 
mal at  approximately  50,000,000  gallons.

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Report  of  Tree  Warden 
and  Moth  Superintendent 


This  past  year  we  did  for  the  most  part  sanitation 
work  on  maple  trees,  that  is  cutting  out  of  dead  wood  and 
interfering  branches.  Now  that  our  elms  are  going  so  fast 
I  feel  that  it  is  imperative  to  keep  our  maples  healthy  as 
they  are  the  only  street  shade  trees  that  remain.  I  have 
asked  for  additional  funds  in  this  account  for  next  year 
as  I  would  very  much  like  to  start  a  replanting  program 
of  shade  trees  to  replace  old  street  elms  that  have  had  to 
be  cut  down.

With  this  account  we  sprayed  all  street  shade  trees  for 
foliage  eating  insects  and  mosquito  control.  Also  much 
roadside  spraying  for  brush  and  weed  control  was  done. 
This  past  fall,  as  many  residents  may  have  noticed,  there 
were  many  moths  clustered  around  outside  lights.  These 
moths  are  known  as  the  Linden  Looper  Moths  and,  like 
Gypsy  Moths,  feed  on  foliage.  This  and  heavy  concentra- 
tion of  Gypsy  Moth  cocoons  in  southern  sections  of 
town  have  made  us  eligible  for  state  aerial  spraying  in 
these  sections.  This  spraying  is  done  at  no  cost  to  the 
town  with  the  exception  of  some  preliminary  surveying 
of  spots  where  this  spraying  cannot  be  done  for  reasons 
of  livestock,  fish  ponds,  etc.  This  spraying  will  be  6% 
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DDT  spray  and  although  strong  enough  to  take  care  of 
the  moths  will  be  otherwise  relatively  safe.  I  am  glad  to 
report  fine  co-operation  from  the  Department  of  Natural 
Resources  in  this  situation.

REPORT  OF  DUTCH  ELM  DISEASE 


This  past  year  all  questionable  street  trees  were  sam- 
pled and  24  trees  found  afflicted  and  removed.  In  1962  we 
spent  enough  over  our  liability  so  that  we  are  eligible  for 
13  days  state  assistance.  This  is  computed  at  $100  per 
day.  This  assistance  is  in  the  form  of  a  falling  crew  com- 
ing into  town  for  the  State  and  felling  and  cutting  up 
trees.  The  local  superintendent  is  required  to  handle  re- 
moval and  disposal  of  trees.  With  this  assistance  I  feel 
that  we  can  cut  many  of  the  dead  and  dying  elms  in  both 
villages  along  Mill  River.  These  trees  are  on  private  prop- 
erty but  I  feel  that  they  are  just  as  much  of  a  menace  to 
our  citizens  as  those  along  public  ways.  If  landowners  will 
sign  a  release  absolving  state  or  town  of  any  liability 
while  on  their  land  many  of  these  dangerous  trees  can  be 
removed  and  disposed  of.  If  we  are  to  control  this  disease 
at  all  these  trees  must  be  disposed  of  as  well  as  trees  on 
public  ways.

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Report  of  the 
Town  Hall  Committee 


The  Town  Hall  Committee  appointed  by  the  Moderator 
according  to  the  instructions  of  the  last  Town  Meeting  in 
1962  makes  the  following  report: 

In  1962,  the  town  voted  $5,050  to  install  adequate  heat, 
plumbing,  electricity  and  insulation  to  modernize  the 
town  hall  so  that  it  might  be  comfortable  for  the  citizens 
of  our  town  as  a  Community  Center. 

Since  then  careful  inspection  by  competent  and  trained 
persons,  has  shown  that  the  foundation  was  not  as  sound 
as  supposed.  Before  modernizing  the  heating,  plumbing, 
electricity  and  insulation,  a  number  of  the  stones  in  the 
underpinning  should  be  raised,  reset  and  pointed.  Also 
the  renewal  of  several  posts  with  new  concrete  footings 
and  the  placing  of  three  new  8x10  girders  under  the  three 
bays  in  the  big  hall  would  be  necessary.  This  would  make 
the  foundation  safe  and  sound  for  the  addition  of  the  re- 
quired conveniences. 

Also  in  order  to  install  a  septic  tank  in  compliance  with 
health  regulations  of  the  town,  and  to  get  proper  drain- 
age for  sewage  disposal,  more  money  is  required. 

With  these  two  major  needs  unprovided  for,  the  com- 
mittee decided  to  delay  action  on  this  project  and  come 
before  the  Town  Meeting  to  request  an  additional  amount 
of  $4,948  to  accomplish  the  complete  assignment  given  to 
us  at  the  previous  meeting.

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Report  of  Board  of  Health 


The  Board  of  Health  submits  the  following  report  for 
the  year  ending  Dec.  31, 1962 : 

Seven  eating  establishments  and  two  clubs  were  in- 
spected and  issued  certificates  stating  that  they  were  in 
satisfactory  condition. 

Milk  dealers'  licenses  and  licenses  to  sell  milk  in  stores 
were  issued. 

The  garbage  and  rubbish  collections  were  carried  out 
according  to  contracts.  Permission  was  given  to  Mr. 
Zononi,  garbage  collector,  to  establish  a  piggery,  limited 
in  size,  and  sufficient  distance  from  a  nearby  stream,  to 
avoid  pollution  of  said  stream. 

Mr.  Harold  Smart,  inspector  of  annimals  and  slaugh- 
ter, reports  that  42  places  were  inspected.  He  also  in- 
spected any  shipments  of  animals  from  out  of  state. 

Nine  septic  tank  permits  were  issued.  Letters  were  sent 
to  summer  residents  along  the  Ashfield,  asking  them  to 
comply  with  the  state  sanitary  code  regarding  sewerage. 

A  well-child  conference  was  held  at  the  school  in  the 
summer.  Mrs.  Shumway  obtained  a  pediatrician  and  111 
pre-school  children  were  examined. 

The  T.B.  Mantour  clinic  was  held  at  each  school,  also 
three  polio  clinics.  The  Board  wishes  to  thank  Mrs.  Madi- 
son and  the  school  for  their  co-operation. 

Seven  premature  births  were  reported  to  the  Board, 
also  several  cases  of  measles,  chicken  pox  and  dog  bites. 

In  June  the  Board  of  Health,  Selectmen  and  the  Finance 
Committee  met  with  Mr.  Iantosca,  district  engineer  of 
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the  State  Department  of  Public  Health,  and  with  George 
H.  McDonnell  of  Tighe  &  Bond,  to  discuss  sewerage  prob- 
lems in  Williamsburg.  This  meeting  was  the  direct  result 
of  a  mandatory  letter  from  the  State  asking  us  to  take  ac- 
tion on  the  pollution  of  Mill  River.  It  was  decided  that  the 
selectmen  should  file  application  with  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment for  funds  for  preliminary  planning  of  the  project 
pending  future  action  by  the  Town  or  State.  The  Board  of 
Health  agreed  to  enforce  the  State  sanitary  code,  allow- 
ing no  increase  in  the  present  pollution  of  Mill  River. 

The  Board  has  also  endeavored  to  enforce  the  sanitary 
code  in  regard  to  minimum  standards  of  living.  We  need 
the  co-operation  of  all  in  this  effort. 

We  were  saddened  in  the  summer  by  the  untimely  death 
of  our  chairman,  Bernard  Reardon.  In  September,  Mr. 
Edgar  Hutchins  was  appointed  our  third  member.

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Report  of  the  Police  Department 


The  streets  were  patrolled  week-ends  and  holidays  and 
late  nights  when  traffic  was  heavy.  The  police  worked  a 
total  of  886  hours  and  489^  miles  travelled. 

The  police  department  participated  in  one  night  watch 
during  1962. 

School  crossing  officers  worked  a  total  of  905  hours. 

Four  patients  were  transported  to  the  Cooley  Dickin- 
son Hospital.  Two  were  fire  victims,  one  was  motor  vehi- 
cle accident,  one  was  for  dog  bite,  two  patients  were  re- 
turned to  the  Veterans'  Hospital,  by  the  department. 

Forty-five  motor  vehicle  accidents  were  reported  to  the 
local  and  State  Police,  thirty  to  local  police  and  fifteen  to 
State  Police.  Nineteen  of  the  accidents  reported  to  the  lo- 
cal department  were  investigated,  eleven  were  not;  four- 
teen were  two  car  accidents,  sixteen  were  one  car  acci- 
dents. Two  of  the  one-car  accidents  involved  three  pedes- 
trians, which  was  fatal  to  one.  Twenty-one  persons 
claimed  injuries  in  the  accidents  reported  to  the  local 
police. 

Two  cars  were  reported  stolen,  one  located  in  town,  the 
other  was  located  near  Boston.  One  car  abandoned  here 
was  stolen  near  Boston. 

One  complaint  of  larceny  was  reported,  two  complaints 
of  breaking  and  entering,  nothing  taken;  three  com- 
plaints of  breaking,  entering  and  larceny;  one  of  these 
has  been  solved.  Total  of  seventy-three  complaints  were 
recorded  by  police,  many  others  of  a  minor  nature  were 
not. 
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Seven  stray  dogs  were  taken  to  the  S.P.C.A.  shelter. 
Four  dogs  were  killed  by  cars,  reported  by  owners,  two 
dogs  (strays)  hit  by  cars,  were  destroyed  by  Police;  five 
dogs  hit  by  cars  (reported  by  operators)  were  not  found. 
They  either  weren't  hurt  much  or  crawled  off  and  died. 

Eleven  persons  claimed  dog  bites. 

The  department  has  had  numerous  complaints  on  dogs 
being  a  nuisance  on  the  streets  and  especially  at  the 
school.  I  think  the  dog  owners  could  do  something  about 
this  situation  by  keeping  their  dogs  home  while  the  chil- 
dren are  on  their  way  to  and  from  school  and  during  re- 
cess time. 

The  department  received  one  complaint  during  nine- 
teen sixty-two  on  damage  done  by  dogs  to  live  stock  and 
fowl,  that  was  to  one  duck.  In  the  few  years  past  this  had 
been  quite  a  problem. 

Twenty-one  pistol  licenses  were  issued,  two  dealers  in 
firearms,  rifles  and  shot  guns,  one  dealer  in  rifles  and 
shotguns,  three  gunsmith  licenses.  A  total  of  sixty-one 
dollars  was  collected  and  paid  to  the  town  treasurer.

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Report  of  Fire  Department 


This  past  year  fire  losses  have  been  much  greater  than 
they  have  been  in  many  years.  A  total  of  53  calls  were 
answered :  4  house,  6  chimney,  14  grass  and  woodland,  6 
barns  and  small  buildings,  13  Haydenville  dump,  2  car, 
4  miscellaneous  small  fires,  1  false,  and  3  resuscitator.  Un- 
der the  County  mutual  aid  system  we  answered  1  call  to 
Northampton  and  1  to  Goshen,  and  in  return  Northamp- 
ton came  to  our  aid  twice  and  Goshen  once. 

Some  fire  causes  are  children  playing  with  matches, 
careless  disposal  of  smoking  materials,  spontaneous  com- 
bustion, electricity,  burning  rubbish,  careless  use  of  gaso- 
line or  combustible  fluids,  oil  burners,  gas  appliances, 
fireplaces,  etc.  A  reliable  person  should  check  your  heat- 
ing system  at  least  once  a  year.  Be  sure  your  electric  wir- 
ing and  appliances  are  kept  in  good  condition.  Keep 
matches  out  of  reach  of  children.  Do  not  let  materials  col- 
lect that  might  cause  spontaneous  combustion.  From  time 
to  time  have  clean-up  day  and  remove  all  things  that  could 
cause  trouble.  There  are  also  many  more  ways  fire  could 
start,  be  on  the  lookout  for  them  and  take  preventive  mea- 
sures. 

Know  your  Fire  Department  Phone  numbers  and  have 
them  posted  near  your  phone.  WMSB.  CO  8-7222 ;  HAY. 
CO  8-7233. 

The  town  dump  is  a  bad  fire  hazard  at  times  as  it  is  sur- 
rounded by  woodland.  It  is  recommended  by  this  Depart- 
ment that  a  water  line  be  laid  to  this  area  with  a  hydrant 
near  the  dump.  At  present  most  of  the  water  used  has  to 
be  carried  in  with  tank  trucks  as  the  water  hole  near  the 
dump  is  only  good  at  certain  times  of  the  year.  If  fire 
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from  this  dump  should  spread  to  property  of  others  the 
town  would  be  liable  and  this  could  cost  us  more  than  a 
water  main  to  this  area.  Also  no  one  is  allowed  to  start  a 
fire  at  the  dump  without  permission  from  this  depart- 
ment. 

Fire  Department  members  inspected  the  three  schools 
and  the  buildings  were  found  in  good  condition  with  no 
apparent  lire  hazards.  All  of  the  buidings  were  cleared  of 
personnel  in  less  than  one  minute,  this  is  much  better  than 
in  years  past. 

Our  2l/|"  hose  on  the  trucks  is  not  in  good  condition,  al- 
though we  purchase  a  few  lengths  from  time  to  time,  our 
our  budget  does  not  allow  us  to  keep  up  with  this  item  as 
fast  as  it  wears  out,  also  we  do  not  have  enough  to  com- 
pletely fill  the  body  on  the  new  truck.  When  we  return 
from  a  bad  fire  we  have  to  clean  and  dry  this  item  and 
this  leaves  us  at  times  for  many  hours  with  little  or  no 
hose  for  another  call.  So  we  are  asking  for  2000  feet  in  a 
special  article  at  town  meeting,  this  will  fill  our  trucks 
and  give  up  hose  for  other  emergencies. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  men  in. 
this  Department  for  their  co-operation  during  the  year. 
They  have  spent  many  hours  in  taking  care  of  and  repair- 
ing equipment  along  with  training  and  answering  fire 
calls  at  any  time  during  the  day  and  night.

I  herewith  submit  a  brief  summary  of  work  accom- 
plished in  the  various  highway  accounts  during  the  year 
ending  December  31, 1962. 

WINTER  HIGHWAYS 

During  the  winter  months  of  1962  a  total  of  twenty- 
five  storms  had  to  be  worked,  18  snowstorms  and  seven 
freezing  rain.  Total  accumulation  of  snow  was  77  inches 
— about  average.  These  storms  required  much  sanding 
and  a  total  of  234  tons  of  salt  and  3,203  tons  of  sand  were 
used,  approximately  double  the  usual  amount.  I  have  been 
experimenting  with  the  use  of  clear  salt,  when  tempera- 
tures are  right,  and  at  the  end  of  the  season  will  analyze 
costs  against  results  of  previous  methods  and  may  well 
find  that  with  everything  considered  this  may  be  the  least 
expensive  method. 

CHAPTER  81 : 

Elsewhere  in  this  report  will  be  a  list  of  streets  and 
amounts  expended  on  each  in  the  general  maintenance  ac- 
count. Permanent  work  done  with  part  of  this  money  in- 
cluded installation  of  new  drainage,  widening  and  gravel- 
ing a  short  section  of  Depot  Road.  Also,  $2,942.55  was  ex- 
pended for  winter  work  because  of  large  amounts  of  sand 
and  salt  used.  All  funds  in  this  account  have  been  ex- 
pended and  the  work  approved  by  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Works  in  Greenfield. 
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CHAPTER  90  MAINTENANCE : 


This  money  must  be  used  exclusively  on  maintenance  of 
Chapter  90  roads.  The  largest  project  using  these  funds 
was  the  work  authorization  #359  submitted  by  Warner 
Brothers  in  Sunderland  to  lay  and  roll  in  place  200.05  tons 
of  bituminous  concrete  @  9.50  per  ton,  on  Mountain  St., 
from  the  railroad  tracks  northerly  to  500  feet  from  the 
junction  of  Hatfield  and  Mountain  Streets.  On  South  Main 
Street  new  guard  rails  were  installed  on  grade  opposite 
Noble  Manufacturing  Co.,  using  flex-beam  metal  rails. 
Sealing  work  was  also  done  on  Mountain  St.,  to  Route  9. 

CHAPTER  90  CONSTRUCTION: 

Chapter  90 C  work  on  the  Ashfield  Road  moved  along 
very  well  this  year  in  spite  of  ledge  which  required  ex- 
tensive drilling  and  blasting.  More  than  4000  feet  of  road 
has  been  completed  with  the  exception  of  one  more  appli- 
cation of  asphalt  to  be  applied  next  summer.  All  cutting 
and  grubbing  has  been  completed  to  where  we  left  off 
three  years  ago  on  the  other  end  of  the  job.  I  feel  that  even 
though  our  funds  in  this  account  have  been  cut  $2,000,  we 
can  still  tie  these  ends  together  so  that  we  will  see  the 
completion  of  this  road  next  year.  We  have  been  working 
on  this  road  for  six  years  and  I  feel  that  when  it  is  com- 
pleted it  will  take  much  of  the  traffic  and  load  pressure 
from  Old  Goshen  and  Hemenway  Roads,  which  are  show- 
ing the  strain  of  this  heavy  load. 

Because  of  complications  involved  in  obtaining  a  State 
Permit  for  the  sidewalk  from  Mountain  Street  to  the 
Haydenville  Post  Office  that  project  had  to  be  postponed 
until  spring. 

The  new  Town  Garage  that  the  town  voted  for  us 
should  be  completed  at  Town  Meeting  time  and  the  High- 
way Department  moved  in.  We  are  extremely  grateful  for 
this  building  and  believe  that  we  have  a  building  in  which 
the  townspeople  can  well  be  proud.  I  would  like,  also,  to 
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thank  the  members  of  the  committee  working  on  the  con- 
struction of  the  building  with  me  for  their  fine  effort. 

The  road  study  committee  also  has  come  up  with  an 
idea  to  help  roads  in  Town.  There  will  be  an  added  ac- 
count under  the  Highway  Budget  labeled  "Reconstruc- 
tion" in  the  amount  of  $6,000.  It  is  our  feeling  that  in- 
stead of  binding  the  town  for  a  large  amount  of  money, 
we  can  have  our  roads  in  fair  condition  by  appropriating 
$6,000  yearly  for  the  next  three  years.  Trying  to  take  a 
long  range  view  of  the  situation,  we  feel  that  if  this 
money  is  appropriated  each  year  for  three  years,  plus  the 
finishing  of  the  Ashfield  Road,  two  years  of  work  on 
dangerous  sections  of  Mountain  Street,  and  the  State  con- 
struction of  the  Chesterfield  Road,  plus  funds  granted  un- 
der 729  of  General  Laws,  that  at  the  end  of  three  years 
all  of  our  main  or  through  roads  will  be  in  good  condition 
and  the  worst  sections  of  our  secondary  roads  will  be  re- 
paired. Also,  more  dirt  roads  will  be  reconstructed  and 
hard  topped. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  other  depart- 
ments for  the  fine  co-operation  I  have  enjoyed  from  them 
during  the  past  year.

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Report  of  School  Committee 


To  the  Townspeople  of  Williamsburg : 
Greetings : 

The  Williamsburg  School  Committee,  comprising  Miss 
Eleanor  Mansfield,  Mrs.  Charles  Kellogg  and  Messrs.  Jo- 
seph Batura,  Richard  Warren  and  Kenneth  Sherk,  organ- 
ized with  Mrs.  Kellogg  as  Secretary  and  Kenneth  Sherk 
as  Chairman.  Regular  meetings  the  fourth  Wednesday  of 
each  month  as  well  as  several  special  meetings  were  held. 
We  were  saddened  by  the  death  of  Joseph  Batura.  He 
served  the  Committee  faithfully,  unreservedly  and  with 
the  greatest  regard  for  his  obligations  to  the  townspeople 
and  the  school  children.  Later  in  the  year  Miss  Mansfield 
resigned  to  accept  an  appointment  as  a  teacher  in  our 
system.  Mr.  George  Childs  and  Mr.  Robert  McCutcheon 
were  elected  at  joint  meetings  of  the  committee  and  the 
Selectmen  to  fill  the  vacancies  thus  created. 

Mr.  Earl  Tonet,  after  serving  two  years  as  Principal, 
exercised  the  option  which  the  committee  had  given  him 
and  chose  to  return  to  teaching.  After  considering  the 
background  and  records  of  many  applicants,  the  com- 
mittee invited  three  to  interviews.  Mr.  Donald  Buss  was 
elected  to  be  the  new  Principal  of  the  High  School. 

The  wave  of  new  students  which  struck  the  ninth  grade 
in  1960  reached  the  junior  class  this  year  necessitating  the 
hiring  of  an  additional  teacher  to  handle  the  increased 
number  of  class  sections.  The  committee  has  long  recog- 
nized the  need  of  our  students  for  a  full  time  Guidance 
Counsellor.  It  took  advantage  of  the  National  Defense 
Education  Act,  under  which  the  Government  reimburses 
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us  for  a  substantial  fraction  of  a  Counsellor's  salary  and 
supplies,  and  elected  Mr.  George  Feiker  to  the  position. 
We  were  fortunate  in  finding  a  highly  qualified  candi- 
date who  is  also  a  resident  of  Williamsburg  and  thus 
knows  the  idiosyncracies  of  a  small  town. 

Your  legislators  in  the  General  Court  made  a  law  which 
raised  the  minimum  salary  for  beginning  teachers  to 
$4,500  per  year.  It  is  unfortunate  that  no  provision  for 
additional  state  reimbursement  accompanied  the  legisla- 
tion. The  committee  devised  a  new  salary  schedule  which 
meets  the  legal  minimum  and  gives  due  regard  to  in- 
creases for  the  other  teachers  in  our  system  with  more  ex- 
perience. It  is  intended  that  the  achvievement  of  this  scale 
will  take  place  in  steps,  most  teachers  being  on  scale  by 
September,  1964  and  all  by  September,  1965. 

The  old  locker  room  in  the  Helen  E.  James  building  was 
renovated  and  made  into  quarters  for  the  Guidance  Coun- 
sellor. A  tile  floor  was  installed  in  one  classroom  at  the 
Haydenville  School.  Other  repairs,  replacements  of  equip- 
ment, furniture,  books  and  supplies  were  handled  in  the 
usual  way. 

Although  the  school  budget  is  large,  the  committee 
wishes  to  remind  the  townspeople  that  a  very  considerable 
amount  of  money  returns  to  the  Town  on  account  of  the 
schools.  In  1962  the  reimbursement  amounted  to  $107,- 
870.00  of  which  $57,072.00  represented  tuition  fees  from 
non-resident  students. 

Our  high  school  needs  more  space  and,  paradoxically,  it 
needs  more  students.  Music  and  art  are  slighted  because 
we  have  no  rooms  for  them.  Our  college  bound  students 
have  an  excellent  curriculum  with  a  choice  to  emphasize 
mathematics  and  science,  or  language  or  history.  We  are 
still  hampered  by  a  lack  of  laboratory  space  and  the  short- 
age is  even  more  acute  in  the  Junior  High  School.  Our 
commarcial  students  have  a  strong  course  of  study  and

gain  some  experience  with  modern  business  machines. 
This  latter  aspect  of  their  training  should  be  expanded 
but  we  need  more  room.  Students  in  our  general  course 
should  have  more  choice  of  courses,  especially  in  the  man- 
ual and  household  arts.  Again,  more  space  is  required.  If 
the  school  had  more  students,  two  or  more  sections  of  the 
same  class  could  be  scheduled  at  different  times,  thereby 
increasing  the  opportunities  for  students  in  one  curricu- 
lum to  "cross  over"  and  elect  courses  from  another.  Thus 
we  could  come  closer  to  furnishing  a  high  school  educa- 
tion which  corresponds  to  the  needs,  goals  and  abilities  of 
the  students. 

The  committee  recognizes  that  it  is  dealing  with  people 
(students,  parents,  teachers  and  taxpayers)  as  well  as 
with  educational  practices  and  money.  However,  we  must 
point  out  again  that  it  is  not  in  the  best  interests  of  good 
education  to  operate  a  small  school.  We  hope  that  the 
townspeople  will  view  any  plan  for  a  Regional  High 
School  with  its  educational  aspects  foremost  in  their 
minds. 

The  meetings  of  the  School  Committee  are  open  to  the 
public  and  any  citizen  who  wishes  to  attend  or  visit  will  be 
welcomed.  The  committee  takes  this  opportunity  to  ex- 
press its  appreciation  to  the  individuals  and  groups  who 
have  helped  toward  the  realization  of  our  educational 
goals.  Special  thanks  are  extended  to  the  organizations 
which  have  furnished  scholarships  and  other  rewards  for 
the  scholastic  achievements  of  our  students.

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Superintendent's  Report 


I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  your 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 

A  valuable  educational  service  was  strengthened  by  the 
employment  of  a  fulltime  guidance  counsellor  for  grades 
7  through  12.  We  will  now  be  able  to  better  meet  in  a  sys- 
tematic and  organized  way  the  special  needs  of  individual 
pupils  which  cannot  be  met  through  the  normal  instruc- 
tional practices  or  administrative  procedures  of  the 
school.  One  of  the  major  areas  of  counseling  has  to  do 
with  course  and  program  selection.  Students  need  a  great 
deal  of  assistance  in  selecting  courses  suited  to  their  apti- 
tude, ability,  general  interest  and  drive.  The  guidance 
counselor  will  be  responsible  for  the  formal  testing  pro- 
gram, the  interpretation  of  this  program  to  parents  and 
students,  evaluation  of  past  academic  performances,  and 
the  performance  of  clerical  processes  necessary  to  main- 
tain adequate  records  for  transcript  and  evaluation  pur- 
poses. He  will  also  guide  students  in  selecting  vocational 
goals,  identifying  requirements,  advising  as  to  the  stu- 
dents' aptitudes  for  their  selected  area,  and  assisting  the 
students  to  become  gainfully  employed  following  gradua- 
tion or  to  gain  admittance  to  an  institution  of  higher 
learning. 

The  recommendation  has  been  made  to  employ  an  ex- 
perienced reading  teacher  and  to  purchase  a  reading  ma- 
chine (controlled  reader).  This  additional  teacher  will  en- 
able us  to  continue  formal  developmental  reading  through 
grades  seven  and  eight  and  initiate  a  program  for  im- 
provement of  reading  speed  and  comprehension  in  the 
senior  high  school.  The  controlled  reader  has  been  used  in 
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many  school  systems  in  the  United  States  and  in  foreign 
countries  and  has  been  found  to  be  a  very  effective  aid  in 
the  teaching  of  certain  phases  of  reading. 

It  is  our  conviction  that  re-appraisal  of  teaching  tech- 
niques is  a  continuing  obligation,  and  that  improved 
methods  and  materials  must  be  developed  and  explored  if 
we  are  to  keep  pace  with  the  learning  demands  of  our 
world  today.  Our  goal  is  to  make  possible  swifter  and 
more  complete  learning,  the  accomplishment  of  more  in- 
struction in  less  time,  the  development  of  each  individual 
to  his  maximum  potential,  and  the  fuller  realization  of  the 
talents  of  our  teachers.

We  are  beginning  to  feel  the  pressure  of  increased  en- 
rollment in  the  elementary  grades  as  well  as  in  the  junior- 
senior  high  school.  Our  present  first  grade  at  the  Anne  T. 
Dunphy  School  of  35  pupils  and  Haydenville's  first  grade 
of  31  pupils  are  large  primary  classes.  It  would  be  educa- 
tionally desirable  to  reduce  the  numbers  in  these  first 
grades  if  another  elementary  classroom  were  available.  I 
recommend  that  a  very  thorough  and  complete  inventory 
of  pre-school  children  be  taken  during  the  spring  or  sum- 
mer of  1963  so  that  we  may  more  accurately  analyze  our 
future  elementary  classroom  needs. 
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The  improvement  of  the  high  school  program  is  limited 
by  the  lack  of  space  and  physical  inadequacies  of  the  build- 
ing now  housing  the  junior-senior  high  school.  The  pres- 
ent high  school  conditions  and  needs  were  outlined  in  de- 
tail in  the  report  of  the  Regional  School  District  Planning 
Board. 

The  conclusion  of  a  large  majority  of  the  presidents  of 
state  superintendents'  groups  is  that  the  number  one  edu- 
cational problem  in  most  states  is  the  lack  of  adequate 
financial  support  for  the  public  schools.  State  aid  for  pub- 
lic schools  in  Massachusetts  should  be  at  least  doubled.  At 
the  present  time,  our  state  provides  less  than  20%  of  the 
total  revenue  available,  whereas  the  average  percentage 
for  all  states  is  approximately  40.  The  Massachusetts 
Educational  Conference  Board  is  sponsoring  and  promot- 
ing a  new  formula  for  increased  state  support  of  public 
schools  embodied  in  a  petition  filed  for  action  by  the  1963 
legislature,  designated  as  House  Bill  1781.  The  bill  also 
contains  a  2%  limited  sales  tax  in  order  to  provide  an 
answer  to  the  old  and  difficult  question  "Where  will  you 
get  the  money  ?"  The  Conference  Board  felt  that  it  should 
suggest  not  only  a  formula,  but  also  a  means  of  raising 
the  funds.  The  bill  has  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Taxation,  which  will  hold  a  public  hearing  later.  Every 
citizen  who  is  interested  in  improving  the  quality  of  edu- 
cation and  in  gaining  relief  for  the  already  overburdened 
property  tax  payer  should  study  this  bill  carefully  and,  if 
it  is  felt  to  be  an  equitable  solution  to  our  problem  of 
financing  public  schools  in  Massachusetts,  should  support 
it  vigorously. 

Among  important  changes  in  the  schools  in  the  past 
five  years,  was  development  of  a  new  emphasis  on  subject 
matter,  particularly  in  science  and  mathematics,  but  also 
on  the  fundamentals  of  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic. 

What  lies  ahead  for  the  next  five  years?  Generally  more 
of  the  same  sort  of  progress — additional  foreign  lan- 
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guages,  continued  stress  on  science  and  math ;  more  em- 
phasis on  teaching  about  American  democracy;  general 
course  curriculum  content  organized  into  fairly  broad 
fields  based  on  a  "problems  of  living"  approach;  group- 
ing ;  more  subjects  moved  to  lower  grades ;  accelerated  use 
of  TV,  films,  filmstrips,  tape  recorders,  overhead  projec- 
tors and  mechanical  equipment  for  improving  the  rate 
and  comprehension  of  reading. 

There  may  be  implications  for  teacher  education  in  this 
projection.  It  raises  the  question  of  increasing  the  period 
of  training  to  allow  for  more  intensive  subject-matter 
preparation  in  depth.  The  attention  given  to  methods  over 
the  past  quarter  of  a  century  has  brought  important  gains 
in  the  effectiveness  of  schooling;  the  consideration  now 
being  given  to  the  disciplines  promises  further  improve- 
ment. 

In  concluding  this  report,  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks 
to  the  various  organizations  and  individual  citizens  who 
have  contributed  to  the  improvement  of  our  educational 
program. 

My  sincere  appreciation  to  our  teaching  staff,  School 
Nurse,  school  lunch  personnel,  custodians  and  Mrs.  Ro- 
bert O'Neill  for  the  fine  spirit  of  co-operation  they  have 
shown  in  every  endeavor. 

The  Williamsburg  School  Committee  has  worked  ju- 
diciously at  its  task  of  forming  school  policy  and  has 
given  understanding  support  to  the  Superintendent  of 
schools  in  the  execution  of  these  policies.

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Report  of  School  Nurse 


The  annual  report  of  the  school  nurse  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted for  January  1,  1962  to  December  31,  1962. 

All  elementary  grade  children  were  weighed  and  mea- 
sured twice  during  the  school  year.  The  High  School  chil- 
dren are  weighed  once  at  the  time  of  the  physical  examin- 
ation. If  underweight  or  overweight,  they  may  be  checked 
more  frequently. 

During  January  the  audiometer  was  borrowed  from  the 
Amherst  Public  Health  office  and  595  children  in  the 
three  schools  were  tested.  Notices  were  sent  home  to  par- 
ents of  children  who  failed  the  hearing  test. 

The  Mantoux  tuberculin  test  was  done  by  Dr.  Goodhue, 
assisted  by  Miss  Miller  from  the  Hampshire  County  Pub- 
lic Health  office  in  Northampton.  Children  in  every  other 
grade  from  first  through  the  twelfth  were  tested.  After 
the  tests  were  read  by  Dr.  Goodhue,  follow  up  work  was 
done  by  chest  X-ray  at  the  Leeds  Sanatorium.  250  chil- 
dren had  this  test. 

The  annual  visit  by  our  school  dentist  was  made  and 
164  children  had  dental  examinations.  Not  having  proper 
dental  equipment  at  school  for  treatment,  this  examina- 
tion is  to  remind  parents  that  a  visit  to  the  family  dentist 
is  quite  necessary. 

A  Polio  clinic  sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Health  was 
held  in  May  and  June.  The  Sabine  oral  vaccine  types  I  and 
III  were  given  to  all  school  children  with  parental  per- 
mission. The  clinics  were  held  on  May  8  and  9  for  pre- 
school and  first  grade  children,  on  May  24  for  children 
from  second  through  twelfth  grades  for  type  I.  On  June 
22,  23,  and  30,  type  III  was  given. 
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The  Massachusetts  Vision  Test  was  done  on  all  chil- 
dren in  the  three  schools  during  September.  666  children 
were  tested.  57  children  failed  the  school  vision  test.  Par- 
ents were  notified,  referring  them  to  the  family  eye  spe- 
cialist. 

Physical  examinations  were  done  in  Williamsburg  by 
Dr.  Hobbs  and  in  Haydenville  by  Dr.  Hemenway.  Basket- 
ball players,  cross  country  runners  and  cheerleaders  must 
have  physicals  before  taking  part  in  their  respective  ac- 
tivities. 427  school  children  had  physical  examinations. 

Dr.  Hobbs  gave  "Flu"  injections  to  29  members  of  the 
school  personnel  on  October  10. 

A  few  cases  of  mumps,  chicken  pox  and  pink  eye  were 
reported  among  the  school  children  during  the  school 
year. 

Classroom  inspection  was  made  in  all  elementary  grade 
rooms  at  least  once  a  month  and  home  visits  were  made 
for  follow-up  work. 

I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Reddington,  the  School  Physicians, 
the  School  Committee,  teachers  and  parents  for  their  co- 
operation.

School  Nurse 
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Report  of  the 
Regional  School  District 


By  votes  in  1962  town  meetings  in  Chesterfield,  Cum- 
mington,  Goshen,  Plainfield,  Westhampton  and  Williams- 
burg, a  Regional  School  District  was  established.  At  its 
initial  organizational  meeting,  Richard  Warren  of  Wil- 
liamsburg was  elected  chairman  and  Mrs.  Anna  B.  Curtis 
of  Chesterfield,  secretary.  Meetings  were  set  for  the  sec- 
ond Wednesday  of  every  month  and  all  meetings  are  open 
to  the  public.  A  committee  from  Southampton  asked  that 
consideration  be  given  to  the  possible  admission  of  that 
town  to  the  Regional  School  District.  Members  of  the 
committee  felt  that  the  admission  of  Southampton  to  the 
District  would  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  present  six 
towns,  both  scholastically  and  financially.  Accordingly, 
the  committee  voted  the  necessary  additions  to  the  Re- 
gional agreement  to  permit  the  admission  of  Southamp- 
ton, if  it  so  votes  and  it  is  accepted  by  the  present  six 
members  in  town  meetings.  The  committee  has  also  had 
one  meeting  with  members  of  the  School  Building  Assist- 
ance Commission  to  obtain  their  advice  on  the  many  and 
varied  aspects  of  planning  for  such  a  school. 

At  the  outset,  the  committee  felt  that  an  agreement  on 
educational  philosophy  was  the  starting  point  in  planning 
for  such  a  school.  Mr.  Francis  Reddington,  Superintend- 
ent of  the  Williamsburg  Schools,  Mr.  Anthony  Muscente, 
Superintendent  of  School  Union  #25  and  Mr.  Earl  Tonet 
of  the  Williamsburg  High  School  faculty  were  asked  to 
serve  as  advisors  in  the  planning  of  the  curriculum.  The 
committee  feels  that  it  is  far  wiser  to  build  a  school 
around  a  curriculum  geared  to  the  needs  of  all  school  chil- 
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dren  than  to  plan  arbitrarily  a  building  and  then  try  to 
fit  the  curriculum  to  it.  We  have  had  many  meetings  on 
proposed  courses  and  will  decide  soon  on  a  definite  cur- 
riculum: number  of  rooms,  gym  space,  size  of  library, 
staff,  etc. 

A  contest  for  the  name  of  the  proposed  school  was  held 
among  all  the  school  children  in  the  six  towns.  The  name 
will  be  selected  shortly. 

Operating  and  capital  costs  budgets  for  1963  have  been 
adopted  and  sent  to  the  appropriate  town  officials  in  the 
six  towns.  Each  member  town's  share  is  apportioned  on 
the  basis  of  enrollment  in  grades  7-12  of  pupils  residing 
in  each  town  and  receiving  education  at  such  town's  ex- 
pense on  October  1,  1962.

Conclusion 

The  Regional  School  District  Committee  submits  its 
first  report  with  a  real  sensibility  of  its  responsibilities,  a 
deep  awareness  of  the  local  taxpayer's  problems  and  a 
real  understanding  of  the  educational  needs  of  the  school 
children  in  the  region. 

The  more  we  study  the  problems,  the  more  convinced 
we  are  that  a  regional  Junior-Senior  High  School  offers 
the  best  answer  to  all  these  questions.  It  is  only  through 
a  larger  school,  a  broader  curriculum,  based  on  a  broader 
tax  base  that  our  children,  of  all  levels,  can  compete  suc- 
cessfully with  students  from  other  areas.  This  is  not  pri- 
marily a  program  designed  to  aid  college-bound  students. 
Its  one  and  only  aim  is  to  give  each  student,  commercial, 
terminal  or  college-bound,  the  best  secondary  education 
we  can  buy :  the  most  efficient  education  a  tax  dollar  can 
buy:  and  the  kind  of  education  that  each  child  needs — 
and  deserves.
